The entire meeting was devoted to a review of plans for Field Day. Items of note 
included: 


1. Site - The location selected is the Norm Watson property on Crown View Road, near 
Crest Road, Palos Verdes peninsula (San Pedro Hill). 


2. Insurance - It has been determined that TRW employees who participate as members of 
the ARC, a TRW/SEA sponsored Club, are included under existing TRW/SEA 
liability insurance. Doug Heydon is investigating added coverage for non- 
TRW employees and visitors under 21 who may be on-site. 
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3. Equipment - Herb Gleed is coordinating equipment commitments and it appears 
that sufficient equipment is available. Additional receivers can be used 
for "band - scanning" to locate “hot spots". Also need low-power rig 
with VFO's. 


4. Participation - Chairman Doug Freeman's questionnaire is being distributed to 
identify participants, operations, and equipment facility suppliers. 
Prompt response is urged. 

5. Operator Training - Ed Thornley will plan one or more “training" sessions (prior 
to Field Day) for: a) log preparation instructions, b) equipment operation, 
and c) voice procedures. 

6. Antennae - Fred Reed is coordinating plans for antennae. The use of mobile whips 
and ground-plane vertical is being considered during "start-up" to get into 
operation prior to erection of the main antennae.
